Monday, July 20th

The Chairman said that the death of Mr. E. B. Turner 
had already been reported to the Annual Representative 
Meeting, which had passed an appropriate resolution, but 
it remained for the Council, of which Mr. Turner was so 
long a member, to express its‘own sense of loss and its 
sympathy with the family. This was done by members 
Nising in their places. 


Scholarships and Grants 
Mr. Souttar, Chairman of the Science Committee, 
brought forward resolutions with regard to the awards of 
scholarships and grants for the year. It was proposed to 
Teappoint Dr. E. C. Warner as Ernest Hart Memorial 
Scholar, in order that he might continue his work on the

diet of rheumatic children, on calcium and phosphate 
metabolism of rheumatic and choreic children, and the 
observation of a large group of children attending the 
special rheumatism out-patient clinic at the Miller General 
Hospital. Mr. Souttar said that Dr. Warner received 
a special grant of £100 in 1929-30, and was reappointed 
Ernest Hart Memorial Scholar, 1930-31, in connexion 
with this investigation. He also proposed that the follow- 
ing be appointed ordinary research scholars of the Asso- 
ciation: Dr. John Fleming Brock (Institute of Pathology, 
London Hospital), for research on the normal and morbid 
anatomy of the parathyroids; Dr. N. F. C. Burgess (Bristol 
General Hospital), for studies of allergy in diseases of 
the skin, with special reference to auto-haemotherapy and 
the mechanism underlying its action; and Dr. D. E. 
Denny-Brown (National Hospital, London), for an investi- 
gation of the pathology of peripheral and central neuritis. 
He also proposed the award of science grants to Dr. 
Isaac Muende (St. John’s Hospital for Diseases of the 
Skin, London), Dr. Roy Mackenzie Stewart (Leavesden 
Mental Hospital), and Dr. F. B. Parsons and Dr. S. E. F. 
Gooding (both of the Pharmacological Laboratory, 
The recommendations were agreed to. 


Therapeutic Substances Act 

Dr. Lewys-Lloyd commented upon a report which Dr. 
Hawthorne, the Association’s representative on the 
Advisory Committee appointed under the Therapeutic 
Substances Act, had submitted, which showed that out 
of thirty-eight specimens of vaccine lymph which had 
been examined in the years 1928-31, fifteen had failed to 
pass the test. The percentage of failure was large, and 
he asked whether there was anything which the Council 
could do to ensure that these specimens were examined 
at more frequent intervals. 

Dr. Hawthorne said that the Council must not be misled 
by the figures. It was not the case that thirty-eight 
specimens of lymph were purchased on the market, and 
fifteen of them found to be unsatisfactory. The figure 
thirty-eight included a certain number purchased on the 
market, but also specimens sent in by makers when they 
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applied for a licence to prepare lymph, which specimens 
had never reached the market. Among these thirty-eight 
specimens there were no inclusions of Government lymph, 
which were hall-marked to start with. 


Complaint Regarding Bio-physical Assistant 

Dr. Parry drew attention to the fact that a registered 
bio-physical assistant had displayed on his house a plate 
indicating that he was a ‘“‘ doctor of osteopathy,’’ and 
was reported to have treated patients independently of 
a medical practitioner. He hoped that a strict inquiry 
would be made into the matter. 

Mr. Souttar said that the Society of Apothecaries 
regarded it as a point of honour to see that such an 
inquiry was carried through. Unless, of course, they 
could deal with a case such as this the diploma became 
of very little value. Professor W. E. Dixon, a member 
of the Bio-Physical Advisory Committee, had been asked 
to make inquiries of the Society of Apothecaries, and 
the Society was being asked to consider whether it was 
in a position to intimate to this bio-physical assistant 
that he must decide whether he intended to continue to 
practise as an osteopath or as a bio-physical assistant. 
The Science Committee had also expressed the opinion 
that if he elected to continue as an osteopath he should 
not be allowed to remain on the register of bio-physical 
assistants. 


Certification and Excessive Sickness Benefit Claims 

Dr. Dain, for the Insurance Acts Commitice, referred 
to the issue from the Ministry of Health of a memo- 
randum which in fact amounted to a charge against the 
general body of insurance practitioners of lax certification, 
| resulting in increased claims for sickness and disablement 
a benefit. | This document had been issued without any 
consultation with the Insurance Acts Committee, and 
the committee had taken up the matter with the officers 
of the Ministry. The committee had worked very 
amicably and satisfactorily with the Government Depart- 
ment for a number of years, and felt that it had been 
badly let down when the Ministry issued a document on 
a subject on which the committee had been invited to 
help them, without the committee even knowing of its 
existence beforehand. The committee felt that it ought 
to have had time to consider the document, and, if neces- 
sary, issue a reply. A subcommittee had been appointed, 
which would meet in the following week, and consider 
what answer should be given to the figures, and inferences 
therefrom, brought forward by the Ministry. 


National Health Insurance : The Position in Scotland 
Some dissatisfaction had arisen in Scotland (Dr. Dain 
continued) with regard to the action of the Scottish Insur- 
ance Acts Subcommittee in accepting certain responsi- 
bilities for insurance practitioners, with the result that 
another organization had been started in Edinburgh, with 
some adherents in Glasgow. In order to deal with 
Scottish affairs (the Department of Hea!th in Scotland 
being independent of the Ministry in England) it was 
necessary to have a medical body able to act indepen- 
dently in Scotland ; at the same time, the Insurance Acts 
Committee was very anxious that the Scottish body should 
remain a subcommittee of its own organization, so as to 
ensure that there was no real divergence on matters of 
principle. The committee had decided that it would be 
desirable, so far as Scottish affairs were concerned, to 
have, this year, a conference of Scottish Local Medical 
and Panel Committees at the British Medical Association 
House, Edinburgh, in October, two or three weeks before 
‘the annual Panel Conference in London. The situation in 
Scotland was fully appreciated, and he hoped still to be 
able to persuade the people behind the new movement 
that they had much better throw in their weight with 
the general body. 

Dr. Fothergill asked whether there was any danger that 
the conference of representatives of Scottish Loca! Medical 
and Panel Committees would take the bit between its 
teeth and lead to a position cf detachment from the Asso- 
ciation. Might not those who were working towards that

Visiting Medical Staffs of Voluntary Hospitals 

Sir Richard Luce, Chairman of the Hospitals Com. 
mittee, reported that a further stage had been reachej 
in the negotiations with representatives of the British 
Hospitals Association respecting the recognition of the 
services of visiting medical staffs of voluntary hospitals 
A preliminary meeting with three representatives on each 
side, under the chairmanship of the Marquess of Lip. 
lithgow, had recently taken. place, and had been quite 
satisfactory. This was consequent upon a resolution of 
the British Hospitals Association at Eastbourne in Jun 
authorizing its council to co-operate with representatives 
of the medical profession. The .three representative 
appointed by the Hospitals Committee were Sir Robert 
Bolam, Mr. Bishop Harman, and himself as chairman of 
the committee. The definite conclusion was reached that 
no general committee of inquiry need be formed, but that 
the small joint committee consisting of representatives 
of the two associations should discuss the relationships 
between the managements of voluntary hospitals and the 
visiting staffs. Since the policy of the British Medical 
Association had been adopted in some areas, and was in 
process of adoption in others, it was agreed that the 
discussions of the joint committee should not in any way 
prevent action being taken by either association in 
furtherance of declared policy. 


Other Business 

On the report of the Organization Committee, the 
Chairman of Council was authorized to forward, on behalf 
of the Council, a suitable letter to the following honorary 
secretaries who have lately relinquished office, and whose 
services are considered by the Council to be deserving 
of special recognition : 
(Leeds Division), J. R. Bulman (Hereford 
Division), E. R. Fasnacht (Bedford Division), J. C. Lyth 
(York Division), J. W. Scharff (Malaya Branch), and 
J. Pender Smith (Ross and Cromarty Division). 

Dr. Morton Mackenzie stated, with regard to the te 
arrangement of Branch and Division areas, that the 
Organization Committee proposed to ~carry out all the 
changes up to then agreed to so as to take effect o 
January Ist, 1932. This was considered to be the date 
which wozld cause the minimum disturbance of the local 
organization. 

Dr. Goodbody reported that evidence had been given 
on behalf of the Association before the committee 
appointed to investigate the causes of the shortage d 
doctors and nurses in the medical and dental branches 
the three defence Services, and to recommend by what 
means the situation could be remedied. In the opinion d 
those who gave evidence, the Association’s views welt 
favourably received.

Dr. Flemming asked whether something could not be done

“Caution,’’ and ‘‘ Stop.’’ 

The Council finished its business at 10.30 a.m., in time 
for the resumption of the Annual Representative Meeting. 


Wednesday, July 22nd 

The first meeting of the new Council took place on 
Wednesday, July 22nd, 1931, at 9 a.m. The Chairman 
(Dr. Brackenbury) welcomed new members of the Council 
attending for the first time—namely, Mr. R. J. Willan 
(Newcastle-upon-Tyne), Dr. D. F. Todd (Sunderland), 
Dr. H. J. Milligan (Reading), and Dr. J. Henderson 
(Glasgow). 

It was announced that there were two vacancies on 
the Council, one through the death of Mr. E. B. Turner, 
and another owing to the fact that Mr. H. S. Souttar, 
Deputy Chairman of the Representative Body, became 
ex officio a member. It was agreed to refer the vacancies 
to the Metropolitan Counties Branch for election. 

The dates of Council and standing committee meetings 
for 1931-32 were considered and approved. The arrange- 
ment was to have five meetings of the Council—namely, 
on November 11th, 1931, and on January 27th, April 13th, 
June 8th, and July 23rd, 1932. 


Place of Annual Meeting, 1934 
Invitations were before the Council for the Annual 
Meeting of the Association, 1934, to be held at Bourne- 
mouth and at Brighton. Dr. Le Fleming supported the 
Bournemouth invitation. It was further voiced by his 
fellow representative, Dr. N. F. Adeney, who pointed out 


that Bournemouth was a beautiful town with an abun- 
dance of social amenities, and that the accommodation 
was ample. It would be a great compliment to Dr. 
Le Fleming if, during his term of office as Chairman of 
the Representative Body, an Annual Meeting were held in 
his own area. 

Dr. Fothergill supported the invitation from Brighton, 
which, however, was visited as recently as 1913. If the 
claims of Bournemouth appeared overwhelming, he hoped 
the Council would see its way to accept the invitation to 
Brighton at an early date. The Chairman pointed out 


that, unfortunately, in view of the proximity of the two 
Places, the acceptance of the invitation to Bournemouth 


Dr. Goodbody proposed, and Dr. Todd seconded, that 
the invitation to Bournemouth be accepted, and this was 
agreed to without dissent. (The Annual Meeting, 1933, 
is to be held in Dublin.) 


Reappointment of Special Committes 

The following special committees were reappointed: 
Parliamentary Elections, Ophthalmic, Mental Deficiency, 
and Relationship of Sessional Fees to Salaries. Dr. 
Fothergill raised the question of a special committee to 
consider the motion of Brighton, which was carried as a 
reference to Council at the Annual Representative Meeting, 
dealing with the constitution of the Association. It was 
agreed, however, to leave this matter to the Organization 
Commitee, on the understanding that the committee 
would appoint a subcommittee for its consideration. 
A special committee was appointed to deal with the reso- 
lution, also moved by Brighton at the Annual Repre- 
sentative Meeting, concerning the application to the treat- 
ment of mental illness of the principles affecting private 
practice advocated in the several reports already adopted 
by the Representative Body. It was agreed that the 
reference to the committee should be: ‘‘ To consider the 
position of the general practitioner in regard to mental 
illness, with special reference to the new Mental Treatment 
Act,’’ and that the following should be asked to serve: 
Dr. Fothergill, Dr. R. G. Gordon, Dr. Henry Devine, the 
superintendent of a State mental hospital, to be nominated 
by the Royal Medico-Psychological Association, Dr. J. R. 
Rees of the Tavistock Clinic, Dr. E. H. T. Nash, repre- 
senting the public health service, and Dr. H. C. Bristowe. 
Power was given to the committee to co-opt not more 
than two other members. 


Presidents of Sections at the Centenary Meeting 

The Council then discussed at some length a matter 
which had been broached at the previous meeting on 
Monday—namely, a proposal strongly urged upon the 
Arrangements Committee that the special circumstances 
of the Centenary Meeting and the desirability of securing 
among the officers of the Scientific Sections a considerable 
number of leaders of the profession, made advisable a 
departure from the rules laid down by the Council in 1923 
that there should be one president only of each Section. 

The Chairman of Council, in proposing on behalf of the 
Arrangements Committee that the rule of one president to 
each Section should be relaxed so far as the Centenary 
Meeting was concerned, said that many members of tht 
committee had been strongly averse from departing from 
the rule, but the Metropolitan Counties Branch repre- 
sentatives on the committee pressed it upon them very 
forcibly, and it was the strong view of the President- 
Elect that such an exception should be made for the 
reason that it would facilitate the smooth working of the 
meeting. 

Mr. McAdam Eccles voiced the same view on behalf of 
the Metropolitan Counties Branch. The matter, he said, 
had been thought over very carefully indeed, and only on 
the ground that the occasion was a unique one was the 
suggestion entertained. It was most desirable to secure 
the interest of those who stood high in the profession, 
not only in London, but elsewhere in the country and 
over-seas, and it was*felt that it would help towards this 
end if a larger number of the highest sectional offices 
were created. Mr. Bishop Harman held that a presi- 
dency was one and indivisible, and he could not entertain 
the idea of ‘‘a presidency in commission.’’ One inci- 
dental disadvantage of the proposal was that it would 
reduce the office of vice-president to a nonentity. Several 
other members of the Council expressed themselves in 
opposition to the proposal. Dr. Hawthorne pointed out 
that, even if the presidents sat successively in the chair 
in the different sessions, there would still remain the 
difficulty as to which of the presidents should preside 
over the private conferences preceding the actual sessions. 
Sir Ewen Maclean, on the other hand, urged the Council 
to adopt the proposal on the ground of expediency ; there 
was no matter of principle involved. Dr. Christine

Murrell also argued in favour of it, the purely practical 
point being, she said, to interest as many people as 
possible in the centenary. Dr. Wallace Henry expressed 
himself against the proposal, as did Dr. Lyndon, while 
Dr. Dain suggested that the situation might be met by the 
creation of subsections, with their presidents. Sir Robert 
Bolam also put forward an adverse view. He thought 
that if a temporary expedient were adopted to get over 
a local difficulty it was generally regretted afterwards. 
Professor Burgess said that every Annual Meeting pre- 
sented difficulties, but they had been overcome without 
resort to this expedient, and he did not see why the 
Centenary Meeting should offer any real exception. Sir 
Malcolm Watson thought it would multiply and not 
diminish troubles if three men instead of one were elected 
president. Mr. Dunhill said that if the Dominions were 
offered any position of honour in the Sectional arrange- 
ments they would accept it very gratefully, but it would 
never be laid down as a condition of their hearty 
participation. 

The Chairman of Council said that he could inform 
the Arrangements Committee that the matter had been 
very fully and carefully considered by the Council. He 
wished only tc add that as far as he knew—and he 
believed he knew—no question of a personal character had 
arisen. It was not a case of jealousy or amour propre. 
He would not say that such questions might not arise, 
but so far they had not arisen. It was not for that 
reason in the least that the recommendation was made. 
It was a matter of expediency, such as arose in connexion 
with all Annual Meetings—a question, not of principle, 
but of the most convenient administrative arrangements. 

The Arrangements Committee’s recommendation was 
negatived, only three hands being held up in favour. 

It was agreed, on the Chairman’s suggestion, that the 
general rule of limiting vice-presidents of Sections to three 
need not be rigidly followed on this occasion, but the 
Council expressed a view against the corresponding multi- 
plication of honorary secretaries. 

Dr. Hawthorne proposed that for the Centenary Meeting 
there should be created a special order of officers to be 
known as vice-presidents, not of the Association, but of 
the Centenary Meeting, and that the Dominions Com- 
mittee be authorized to prepare a list of names, repre- 
senting the oversea Branches, suitable for this honour, 
and submit it to the Council. Sir Ewen Maclean was 
against this proposition, and said that if the Council 
adopted it after having negatived the proposal to have 
more than one Sectional president it would be straining 
at a gnat and swallowing a camel. 

It was agreed to adjourn the consideration of this pro- 
posal until the next meeting of Council. 


Action on Osteopaths’ Petition for Charter 

The Chairman stated that certain eminent persons who 
were interested in osteopathy were presenting a petition to 
the Privy Council for the incorporation of osteopaths. 
There had been a bill before Parliament which would have 
effected the registration of these practitioners on various 
conditions, and it had been assumed that the matter in 
any case would require legislation. The new attempt, 
however, got round that position. The petition was very 
ably drafted, and if granted it would mean that there 
would be a College of Osteopathy, with the combined 
functions within its province of the General Medical 
Council and the British Medical Association, as well as of 
the examining bodies and universities and colleges ; it 
would have the power also to run hospitals and clinics. 
The notice of the petition was published in the 
London Gazette, where it was noticed by the Association’s 
Intelligence Department. Matters in the official Gazette 
often escaped notice, and when the General Medical 
Council and the Royal College of Surgeons of England 
were communicated with on the subject, it appeared that 
neither of them had heard of the petition. The General 
Medical Council said that it would not put in a 
counter-petition because, in view of its relation to the 
Privy Council, the latter would refer the matter to the 
General Medical Council for its observations before the 
petition was granted. If any body of persons wished 
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to counter-petition, they were required to do go 
29th (the date had later been extended to A 
and in a certain form. If the petition were un 
it would still in due course at a later date come 
the General Medical Council, and an adverse Opinion 
that body would seriously prejudice its chances of jg; 
granted, but meanwhile it would have had the ae 
of being unopposed. It was expected and ho esti 
the Royal College of Surgeons would counter.

The Council agreed unanimously that a counter-petitiog 
should be presented on behalf of the Association, and 
assented to the Chairman’s suggestions for giving eff 
to that resolution.

The Medical Secretary has received several communica 
tions asking what the Association is doing with regari 
to the recommendation of the Committee on National 
Expenditure that the capitation fee of insurance practi. 

The answer he has given is 
that there have been a good many Royal Commissions 
and Committees which have recommended certain policies 
to the Government, many of whose recommendations haye 
been ignored, and that it is wise to wait to see what the 
Government proposes to do with these particular recom- 
mendations. The matter will be considered by the 
Insurance Acts Committee on September 24th. The 
significance of the following paragraph taken from the 
report of the committee will not be overlooked either by 
the Association or by insurance practitioners in general: 
‘* 566. We believe that the whole of our recommendations 
are in accord with these principles and in the terms of the 
resolution of the House of Commons we regard them 
‘ practicable and legitimate reductions in the national & 
penditure consistent with the efficiency of the services.’ Many 
of them are clearly interdependent: even the more draste 
will, we think, be accepted as fair if the whole programm 
be carried into effect. But if a policy of selection be adoptel, 
if economies are only attempted where little opposition 
anticipated, if certain classes are called upon in the national 
interest to suffer serious reduction of emoluments while large 
unprofitable expenditure goes on unchecked in other fields, 
resentment and opposition will be aroused, and the eventual 
result in savings will be negligible ; the object of our appoilt 
ment will remain unfulfilled.”’

Notes on the Eastbourne Meeting 


MEDICAL MISSIONARY BREAKFAST 

The Medical Prayer- Union invited those attending the 
Eastbourne Meeting to a Medical Missionary Breakfast, which 
was held on July 24th. Dr. Willoughby (President of the 
Association), presided, and amongst those present were the 
Bishop of Chichester, the Rural Dean of Eastbourne, the 
Deputy Mayor (Miss Alice Hudson), Professor A. H. Burgess, 
Mr. W. McAdam Eccles, and other members of the 
Association’s Council. 

Dr. A. R. Cook of the Church Missionary Society, who 
has been for many years a medical missionary in Uganda, 
delivered an address in which he recounted the work of a 
mission hospital in Central Africa. He spoke of such work 
in its pioneer stages, in its stage of expansion and consolida- 
tion, and finally of the hospital as a teaching centre. His 
experiences in Uganda, he said, had taken place against a 
background of rapid change. During the last thirty-five years 
Central Africa had developed in an amazing way. There had 
been 1apid, almost violent, progress in materialistic directions. 
Not only had the means of travel been accelerated, but the 
habits and customs of the natives had been altered. The 
very nature of the wounds which came for treatment at the 
mission hospital was different. In his early days they were 
spear wounds and arrow wounds; now they were wounds 
mostly inflicted with the rifle. Small wonder, with the 
apparatus of civilization piling up around them, that the 
Africans got a little out of their depth, and that such educa- 
tion as they received tended to have a superficial direction. 
The telegraph, the telephone, the cinematograph, the bicycle— 
in Kampala every year 6,000 bicycles were now purchased— 
had all made their appearance. It had been a privilege to act 
as a pioneer in bringing the blessings of medical and surgical 
science to these people. Dr. Cook spoke of the profound 
impression produced owing to the introduction of anaesthetics. 
The doctor was at first thought to have killed his patient, and 
then, even more magically, to have restored him to life. 
Antiseptics, too, had revolutionized surgical work amongst 
these people. The first x-ray installation was brought in in 
1910, and patients with broken limbs insisted on looking 
through the fluoroscope themselves. Cases in which it was 
possible to restore sight, or to remove tumours, as, for 
example, in elephantiasis, carried results so startling as 
greatly to impress the native mind. Almost equally impressive 
was the effect produced in yaws after injections of salvarsan 
or in malaria after quinine. Dr. Cook also described how 
medical orderlies were trained. This was a difficult task 
on account of the tardiness of the native mind to appreciate 
the simplest principles of antiseptics. For example, on 
returning to the operating room, he had found the orderly 
cleaning the surgical instruments by the primitive method of 
spitting on them and rubbing. He spoke of innumerable 
kindnesses received from his medical colleagues in the Govern- 
ment service, although they, of course, were not there 
ostensibly to help on the spiritual side, and here the medical 
missionary possessed great advantages through his intimate 
knowledge of the native ways of thought. 

Professor BurRGESS proposed a hearty vote of thanks to 
Dr. Willoughby and Dr. Cook, which was seconded by 
Dr. Tom Jays, the secretary of the Medical Prayer Union.

said: ‘‘ We doctors know—who, indeed, should know better? 
—the uses and abuses of alcohol. We see the lamentable 
results of its abuse in broken constitutions, damaged and 
even shattered powers of will, and ruined homes. The dangers 
of alcohol are always vividly present to every one of us, and 
we ought to bear them ever in mind when we consider how 
any lightly spoken words of ours may affect our patients’ 
habits. In my opinion, much of the marked improvement in 
the general condition of the people in respect to temperance 
is directly attributable to the altered attitude of the profession 
in the use of alcohol and the greater caution now exercised 
in prescribing it.’’ Dr. Willoughby said that he could not lose 
the opportunity of remarking that the medical officer of health 
knew perhaps better than anyone the great value of temperance 
and abstinence from alcohol. A medical officer of health was 
well aware of the ravages of alcohol, and knew that its fre- 
quently direful consequences extended beyond the person who 
took it to those with whom he was in familiar association, 
and who often suffered more than he. Both as President of 
the British Medical Association and as a medical officer of 
health he welcomed this feature of the Annual Meeting. The 
BrsHop oF Norwicu then delivered a brief address... He said 
that he spoke as a pledged abstainer for fifty years, but he 
was not a prohibitionist, and he was connected with the 
Church of England Temperance Society, which included the 
moderate drinker as. well as the abstainer. In the present 
generation there was some inclination to suppose that the 
work with regard to temperance had been accomplished, but 
that was not the case. For such achievements as had to be 
recorded—and they were very considerable—the medical pro- 
fession had largely to be thanked, as well as organizations 
working for temperance amongst young people. But those of 
them who, like himself, were temperance enthusiasts, must 
see that their outlook corresponded with the times if work 
equally effective to what was done in the past was to be 
done among the young people of to-day. Science in the end 
should be used for service, and it was no small thing if a man, 
after his acquirement of knowledge, could put it at the 
service of society. What was needed more than anything 
else in this matter from members of the medical profession 
was education in the legitimate uses of alcohol. The medical 
profession had always been characterized by its readiness to 
share its knowledge for the benefit of all, and he hoped for 
open and candid speaking on this subject, while aware that 
there was a large amount of debatable ground as _ regards 
the extent to which it was right to use for pleasure that which 
others might abuse or misuse. Dr. C. O. HAWTHORNE pro- 
posed, and Dr. ALFRED Cox seconded, a cordial vote of thanks 
to the President and the Bishop.

The commercial exhibition, comprising more than eighty 
stands, in connexion with the Annual Meeting at 
Eastbourne, was accommodated in a temporary building 
in Devonshire Park. Two years have elapsed since the 
previous exhibition of the kind in this country, but they 
have been, on the whole, pedestrian years, with no marked 
advance such as one would expect to see reflected in a 
display of apparatus and material for the medical pro- 
fession. On inquiry at stand after stand we were informed 
that nothing very novel was being shown, and reliance was 
placed on commodities which have stood the test of 
experience.
